I dined with Chark* Sumner one Sunday 
against my rule, aul as I had stipulated for 
no party Mr. Secretary Stanton wa* tho only 
other guest besides his own secretary. 
Stan­ 
ton is a man of very remarkable memory aud 
extraordinarily familiar with my books. 
De 
and Sumner having been the first two public 
men at the d}:ng President's bedside, and 
having remained with him until be breathed 
his last, we fell iuto a very interesting con­ 
versation after dinner, when, each of them 
giving his own narative separately, the usual 
discrepancies about Hie details of time were 
observable. 
Then Mr. Stanton told me a 
curious little story, which will form tho re­ 
mainder of Ihia short letter. 
On the after­ 
noon of Hie day on which the President was 
shot there was a Cabinet Council, at which ba 
presided. Mr. Stanton, being at Hie time 
Commandcr-in-Chief of the Northern troops 
that were concentrated about here, arrived 
rather late—indeed they were waiting for 
him, aud on his entering the room the Presi­ 
dent broke oil in something be waa saying, 
and remarked: 
“Let us proceed to bueiuesa, 
gentlemen.” 
Mr. Stanton then noticed, with 
great eurpriae, that the President sat with nu 
air of dignity in bis chair, instead of rolling 
about in the mo«t ungainly attitude, a3 his 
invariable custom was, and that instead of 
telling irrelevant or questionable stores he 
was grave and cairn, ami quito a different 
man. 
Mc. Stanton, on leaving Hie council 
willi Hic 
Attorney-General, said to him: 
“That is the most satisfactory meeting I have 
attended for many a long day. 
What an ex­ 
traordinary change iu Mr. Lincoln!" The 
Attorney-General replied, “ W'o all saw that 
before you came in. 
While we were wuitin 
for you lie said, with his chin dowu on his 
breast, “Gentlemen, Rome!bing veryextraor. 
dinar}’ is going to happen, and that very 
loon.’" To which the Altorney-Geueral had 
observed, 
“Something good, sir, I boite.’’ 
When the President answered very gravely, 
•I don't kuow, I don’t know; bul it will hap­ 
pen, and shortly, too.” As they were all jtn. 
pressed by bis manner, the Attorney-General 
took bim up again, “Have you received any 
information, lir, not yet disclosed to us ?*” 
“No,” answered Hie President, “but I have 
had a dream, and I have now had the same 
dream three times—once on Hie night preced­ 
ing tho battle of Bull Run; once ou tho night 
preceding such another," (naming a baith* 
also not favorable to Hie nor!Ii). 
His chin 
sunk on hi* breast again, and he sat reflect- 
ing. 
“Might one ask the nature of this 
dream, sir?” 
said 
the 
Attoruev-General, 
“AAell, 
replied the President, without lifting 
his Lead or changing his attitude, “I am on a 
great, broad,J,rolling river, and I am In a 
boat—and I drift and I drift—but this is not 
business," suddenly raising Ids face and look­ 
ing around the table as Mr. Stanton entered, 
“Let us proceed to busine**, gentlemen.” 
Mr. Stanton anil the Attorney General said, 
as they walked oil together it would be <*uri- 
ow to note whether anything ensued on this; 
and they agreed to notice.

iui lately shown at an election hell) for Direc­ 
tors of a corporation in Lancaster county: 
“TItore were seven Directors to elect, aud 
the holders of a majority of tho stock, sus- 
pwling nothing of what was going on, gave 
one vole for each share of stock to the seveu 
men agreed upon bv themselves. Tho bolden 
of a minority of the stock took the otlnr 
track aud 'cumulated* their votes, casting 
■even votes for one Director for each char* of 
stock. 
By a judicious combination of their 
farces, they were enabled to give more votig 
for a majority of Directors than either of the 
seven men had who were voted for by the 
majority of stockholders. 
The minority thus 
captured the board and obtained control of 
the corporation. 
To show how this matter 
wa- worked, let us 
oppose that there were 
1,000 shares of stock, and that the majority 
held COO of them. 
They voted these 600 
shares by giving COO votes each to A. B. C. D. 
L. I. and G. 
Tin: minority holding only 
400 share-*, divided as follows: 
The holders 
of HH) shares gave seveu votes for each share 
to II. thus securing him 700 voles; the 
bolder of another HJO did tho same for I, giv- 
iag him TCO also, mid the holder of the other 
200 did Hie sa mo for K ami L. 
Thus lf, I, K, 
and L, representing ouly 400 shares, hail 700 
vote* each, while the oilier seveu, represent­ 
ing 600 shares, had but GOO votes, and only 
three of them could be elected. 
Tile minority 
was thus, by this supreme blunder, rendered 
superior to the majority. 
This is ‘cumulative’ 
voting, and ‘minority’ voting is no better. 
Cumulative voting makes 400 su|>erior to COO, 
and minority voting makes the minority equal 
with the majority in cases wuere there ure bat 
two to elect.”

I dined with Charles Sumner one Sunday 
against my rule, and as I had stipulated for 
no party Mr. Secretary Stanton wa» the only 
other guest besides hi3 own secretary. Stan­ 
ton is "a man of very remarkable memory aud 
extraordinarily familiar with my books. He 
and Sumner having been the first two public 
men at the dying President’s bedside, and 
having remained with him until he breathed 
his last, we fell iuto a very interesting con­ 
versation after dinner, when, each of them 
giving his own narative separately, the usual 
discrepancies about the details of time were 
observable. Then Mr. Stanton told me a 
carious little story, which will form the re­ 
mainder of this short letter. On the after­ 
noon of the day on which the President was 
shot there was a Cabinet Council, at which lie 
presided. Mr. StantoD, being at the time 
Commander-in-Chlef of tbe Northern troops 
that were concentrated about hete, arrived 
rather late—indeed they were wailing for 
him, and on his entering the room the Presi­ 
dent broke ofl in something he was saying, 
and remarked: “Let us proceed to business, 
gentlemen.” Mr. Stanton then noticed, with 
great surprise, that the President sat with nu 
air of dignity in his chair, instead of rolling 
about in the most ungainly attitude, a3 hi3 
invariable custom was, and that instead of 
telling irrelevant or questionable stores ke 
was grave aud calm, uud quite a different 
man. M<\ Stanton, on leaving the council 
with the Attorney-Geusral, said to him: 
“That is the mo3t satisfactory meeting I have 
attended for many a long day. What an ex­ 
traordinary change iu Mr. Lincoln!” The 
Attorney-General replied, “Wo all saw that 
before you came in. While we were waiting 
for you he said, with bis chin dowu on his 
breast, “Gentlemen, something very extraor- 
dinary is going to happen, and that very 
soon.’" To which the Attorney-General had 
observed, “Something good, sir, I hope.” 
When the President answered very gravely, 
“I don't kuow, I don?t know; but it will hap­ 
pen, and shortly, too.” As they were all im­ 
pressed by his manner, the Attorney-General 
took him up again, “Hare you received any 
information, sir, not yet disclosed to us ?’’ 
“No,” answered the President, “but I have 
had a dream, and I have now had the same 
dream three times—once on the night preced­ 
ing the battle of Bull Run; once on tbe night 
preceding such another,” (naming a battle 
also not favorable to the north). His chin 
sunk on hii breast again, and he sat reflect­ 
ing. “Might one ask the nature of this 
dream, sir?” said the Attorney-General, 
‘Well,” replied the President, without lifting 
his head or changing his attitude, “I am on a 
great, broad,Lrolling river, and I am In a 
boat—and I drift and 1 drift—but this is not 
business,” suddenly raising his face and look­ 
ing around the table as Mr. Stanton entered, 
“Let us proceed to business, gentlemen.” 
Mr. Stanton aud the Attorney General said, 
as they walked on together it would be dtiri- 
ous to note whether anything ensued on this; 
and they agreed to notice. 4Ie was shot that 
niaht.—Forster's Life of Dickens. 


A h 111 R e m ilt o f C m iiu J a liv e V o tin g . 
The practical working of the system of 
cumulative voting in vogue In Pennsylvania 
is not enthusiastically admired by the Pitts­ 
burg Commercial. It gives an instanco thus, 
as lately shown at an election held for Direc­ 
tors of a corporation in Lancaster county; 
‘There were seven Directors to elect, aud 
the holders of a majority of the stock, sus­ 
pecting nothing of what was going on, gave 
one vote for each share of stock to the seven 
men agreed upon by themselves. The holdeis 
of a minority of the slock took the other 
track and ‘cumulated’ their votes, casting 
seven votes for one Director for each share of 
stock. By a judicious combination of their 
forces, they were enabled to give more volt s 
for a majority of Directors than either of the 
seven men had who were voted for by the 
majority or stockholders. The minority thus 
captured the board and obtained control of 
the corporation. To show how this matter 
was worked, let us suppose that there were 
1,000 shares of stock, and that the majority 
held GOO of them. They voted these 600 
shares by giving COO votes each to A. B. C. D. 
E. F. and G. The minority holding only 
400 shares, divided as follows: The holders 
of 100 shares gave seven votes for each share 
to H. thus securing him 700 votes; the 
holder of another 100 did the same for I, giv­ 
ing him 7G0 also, and the holder of the other 
200 did the same for K and L. Thus H, I, K, 
and L, representing only 400 shares, had 700 
votes each, while the other seven, represent­ 
ing GOO shares, had but COO votes, and only 
three of them could be elected. The minority 
was thus, by this supreme blunder, rendered 
superior to the majority. This is ‘cumulative’ 
voting, and ‘minority’ voting is no better. 
Cumulative voting makes 400 superior to GOO, 
and minority voting makes the minority equal 
with the majority in cases where there are but 
two to elect.”
